My Anſwer to this Dark Lanthorn Nameleſs Author ſhall begin with this 
Text ; Men Love Darkneſs rather than Light, becauſe their Deeds ar« evil, 
Joh. 3.19. and conclude with another Text, as the Lecturer doth. 


Mr. Fonathan Sannders, 


I R, Meeting with another vagrant Brat, Chriſtned the Sham Indiftment Quaſhr> 
and you having already appeared 1n Print, to be the Father of two Brats 
Chriſtned ( as luppoled by my laſt, without Canonical Goſhps ) by the fright- 


full Names called ro both then treating upon the ſame Subject, where- 
in you have Learnedly 


wrot in defence ofj St. Michael's Image : Taking then 
for Text, Thos that abhorreſt Idols, doſt thou commit Sacriledge : 1 have reaſon to Charge 
you with a Suſpicion at leaſt of being+ Father of this By-blow alſo ; which you In- 
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tend to Nurſe pp with ſuch Milk as can be drawn from the Breaſts of thoſe proper 
Texts. 

I confeſs it's ſomewhat an unequal Match for me that am but a Lay-mar to grapple 
with a Clergy-man; who are both a Countrey Viccar and a City Letturer For I haye 
ſomewhere that Saint Pope Gregory ( whoſe Books 1 doubt not but you qa 
may- be acquainted with ) Interpreting that place of Fob; The Oxen Plowed, and the 
Aﬀes fed by them: He opens the Text thus; that by Oxez were Allegorically meant 
the Clergy, and by Aſes the Latty. | 

And Aſſes indeed Fonathan you would make of us, more particularly me : If I muſt 
do Pennance in thtee lewd Sheets ſucceſſively in print, for medling with your Images, 
withour daring to reply : However, chere was once an Aſs that IJuckily Keprovw?d the 
Madneſs of a pretended Prophet, and. therefore [I ſhall run the venture, and tell you my 
mind freely , as I an wont to talk in ſuch home-ſpun Language as may be expect- 
ed from ſuch a lorry Quondam Church-Warden as you have expoled me to be. 

This laſt Pamphler, called 7he Sham-Indiftment Ouaſht, is a kind of Triumph for 
your Vidry, becauſe forfooth the Indictment { but why the Sham-Indictment ) as 
to the Dodctor and your {elf was quaſhr; bur what I pray was the true Realon ? | 

Why ; When a Pariſh that hath been Indicted for letting ſome offenſive and abomi- 
nable ſtinking Carrion, or other Rubbiſh, lye in the Kings High-way, ſhall come and 
plead by Learned Counectl, and the DoCtor of the Pariſh vouching the truth, that the 
Nuſance for which the Indictment was brought, is Removed, Buried or Burnt, is it 
not eaſfie and of courſe to get the Indictment quaſhr? So in this Cale, where for the 
ſtanding and being of a great Carved, Guilded Image, Called St. Aeichael, upon the 
Commandments of God, and in a Proteſtant Church ; the Church-Wardens, Doctor, 
and Lecturer, having been all Indicted for ir, and the fame being in it telf Scanda- 
lous and an offence, and 1ſo Indictable at Common Law ( as lome in Court told the 
Doctor; ) But yet upon the Doctors ſpeaking, (and whatever he fayes is YVerbum Sacer- 
dotis,) and pleading by Learned Council alto that the Image for which the Indidtmenr 
was brought, is taken down and Burnt, and ſo the offence cealed, there was with 
the leſs trouble obtained a Quaſh to the Indictment againſt the DoGtor and Lecturers 
part, though it coſt them a Traverſe and two Seſfions Charges to ger off by way of 
Defence of an Image; whereas the Church- Wardens by ſubmitting got off with leſs 
Charge and trouble at firit Seſſions; and I am ſtill of opinion that m Burning was 
much more commendable than your defending the Image. And therefore very filly 
is this great boaſting in print, of a brave Conqueſt the Doctor and Lecturer have ob- 
rained in quaſhing the Indictment, and yer are aſhamed to publiſh your Name to vouch 
the Print. 

You ſay the Protecutor ( which was Mr. IWhitaker ) did not appear : No I war- 
rant you, for the ſtinking Carrion being gone and Burnt, and 1{o the Offence and 
Scandal taken away, he was wiſer than to ſpend a penny of Money more to proſe- 
cute you, which makes men think the Man had no Malice. 

Bur ſtill this Pamphler ſhews that you make as much ule as you can of your old Plea, 
viz. That it had not the ſhape of St. Michael, nor was ever Reputcd the Image of that 
or any other Saint : Well, what then ? yet it was an Image, and ſuch an Image as did 
give great Offence and Scandal, elpecially ſtanding in ſuch a place; and have not all 
true Proteſtants Reaſon to be angry with you, for chooſing ſuch a Text as this upon 
the Victory, viz. Where there is no Law, there us no Tranſgreſſion ? Let all true prote- 
ſtants Bluſh, to ſee one -who bore the Name of a proteſtant Lecturer, Trump up ſuch 
a Text on fo laudable occaſion as in defence of an Image, and at ſuch a Critical mi- 
nute when we fo much fear Popery ; which if that Religion ſhould enter, all the Je- 
ſuits and Prieſts of St. 7ichael and other Images, would tet up St. Michael, St. Cole- 
man, and your Friend IWhztebreads Image, and plead the fame Text, Where there is no 
Law, there is no Tranſgreſſion, and quote and thank our Lecturer for ſtarting ſuch a. 
plea. Op 
; And at the ſame rate any Miniſters that ſhall be popiſhly affeted, may take a great 
{ring of Beads,and Crucifixes and tumble them over openly in the Church, and uſe many ſuch 
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foolilh trinkets as may ſuſpiciouſly tend to introduce Popery,and ( if Indicted ) plead; Where 


is no Law. &c. 
If you ſhall dare to ſay i wverbo Sacerdotss, that no Clergy-man belonging to this 
Pariſh of All-Saints Bark:n, had any hand in this Sham Pamphlet or the other two Ap- 
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paritions, or ſaw or heard of them or either of them, before they were Printed, I have 
ſuch proofs as ſhall make you Bluſh, excepr you fly to your other Text, viz. Thar the 
Unjuſt knoweth no ſhame. Your very Texts may convince any Man, that this Pam- 
phler came from the ſame hand, from which the other Pamphler came which had this 
Text, viz. Thou that abhorrcſt Idols; doeſt thou commit Sacrileage ? which was a tit 
Text for our Lecturer to apply, and call the Burning of the [mage Sacritedge, though 
the Image was never more conlecrated than any old Broom belonging to the 
Church. Thus much in anſwer to your own Texts. | 


Yon have not quoted all the Statute of Edward the Sixth. Particularly, you have, 


willfully omitred the Provito, which only provides for the ſtanding and remaining of 
only ſuch Pictures or Images as are on T oombs and Monuments. Ir 1s a pretty Plea, 
fit for Papiſts to !ay, Thar Law was only for aboliſhing all ſuch Maſs-Books and Ima- 
es as were then ſtandins and being : Yea, but we may {et them up again if wenew 
make the Images, and bring in the tame Malſs-Books if we new print them, and fo 
plead theſe are not the lame that were then ſtanding and being ; fur this Image was 
made Anno 59. without order of Veſtry, but by the mear Fancy of Mr. Ben. Ed- 
mards when he was Church-Warden: So then you would make rhe Fancy of E4- 
wards the Church-Warden to have outwirted the Law of Edward the King. Ben. 
is a true Church-man, and I am ſure a grear Enemy to Papiſts , therefore they 
will never Saint him for the Contrivance, becaute Bez*s Fancy. reachr only to put 
him on the Steeple; it was not he, no I warrant you, that Removed him and pla- 
ced him as an Ornament to the Commandements, by ſtanding on the top of them, 
as ready to kick the Second Commandement out of doors, as ſoon as ever Popery 
ſhould enter. 

But then pag. 3. you ſeem very skilful in the knowledge of Images and their 
Names for you tell the World in print, that the top of the Church of Barkin is et 
about with Guilded figures called Seraphims, and m the firſt Pamphlert pag. 2. you tell 
us the Names of others in our Church, viz. Saturn, Mars, and other Pagan Idols : 
A man would think you had. been at the Chriſtning, if not as Lecturer, yet as Clark 
to ſay Amen, out of {ſpite to the poor Clark, to hinder him of Fees and Gloves : 
Or elſe perhaps you ſtood Godfather ; elſe how ſhouldſt thou come 1o intimate with 
theſe lofry things ? | 

As for theſe things you call Seraphims on the very Roof of our Church; they are 
nothing but meer Faces, with Wings on each fide of their Chops; and yer canſt pre- 
{ently tell us who they are by their very Grinning or Gritting ; nay you tell us their 
very qualities, for thou taieſt rhey are the higheſt Order of Angels. O the Deprh of this 
Wiſdom ! it is learnedly faid ; becaule they ftand on the top of the Church, Ergo they 
are higheſt : This is moſt Lectorical Logick; ever Boy of Sandon knows as much, thar 
he that is on the top of the Steeple is the higheſt Lad in the Pariſh. 

But why doſt thou take things thus by Tradition ? Thoumarr a man of great Faith, 
for no Man will believe thou ever ſfaw'{t Angel or Seraphim bur in Apparition 3 bur I 
won't grapple with you in this diſpute, nor where they commenced wheu they took 
luch high Degrees, whether at Oxford or at St. Andrews. I have no skill in any 
Saint, till they be grown as big as our Lubber St. Michael; nor do 1 think I fthould 
know St. Jfchacl if I meer him in Apparition, now his Carving and Guilding is all 
linged off. 

And as for thoſe Superior things that have only Faces and no Bodies, I call them 
only by your General Title of Pamphlets, Apparitions, or Shams, or Lecturers 
Brats, and leave you to Chriſten them with whar Name you pleaſe. | 

And they being nothing elſe but Face, you have a fair Mark to Sprinkle at; and 
they will cry no more at your Chriſtning, than St. Mfchael did when I burnt him; 
if you ſhall ſay I prophane the Order or Service of the holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, 
lo did you, when you called St. Xichae! my God-ſon, Leftoris ad Exemplum; O let 
not the Devil rebuke ſin; and let who will vouch for -yon, that thole are Sera- 
phims, as you call them, for I will never be God-father again, ſeeing you have ſo 
vainly and prophanely defiled the name by applying it to an Image - for though its 
true I have heard that Papviſfs do Chriſten their Images, yet I never heard the 
had God-fathers before Mr. Saxnders printed it. Thus I only lay open the ſub- 
ſtance of the Matter. let other Men enlarge upon your Texts, and your Brats, and 
your Images, and your defence at Seſfions and in print, and your Bowings, and your 
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* way of performing Ceremonies, and the timing of them, not beginning them till the

bread's Carpet, &c. expoled to view in the Front inſtead of our white Linnen, which 
the At of Uniformity Injoyns. For ſure it will be neceſfary for ſome of our Reve- 
rend Clergy in this juncture, to oppoſe that Doctrine of Images, which you fo ſtre- 
nuouſly advance; ( for your whole quarrel is becaule I pulled down an Image: ) Ler 
not Papiſis on one hand be encouraged, and hardned 1m their Idolatries, and Phana- 
ticks on the other hand pretend ſome ground for their Clamours, that the Church of 
Englard, or at leaſt ſome of her Seraphim or Topp-heavy Sons are warping towards Poper 
though it is jn truth only a Lecturer, and a few more ; ſcarce one of nine thouland of the 
Churches in Ezslazd ule luch Ceremonies as we do (Cathedral, &c. excepteds.) 

But towards the end of your Anonimous Pamphlet I mer this dreadful Charge, 
fol. 3. That there 1s one of theſe Faces ſet up at the Eaſt end of the Church, plum over 
the Communion Tavle, towards which the late upper Church-warden, as many of the Pa- 
rijh will teſtifie, hath frequently Bowea without any ſcruple of Conſcience nhule the figure 
called St. Nicnael ſtood thereupon. 

Truly all this I can deny as ſtiff as ever any Prieſt of St. Michael, or any Jeſuit 
did at Tyburn, that I had no hand in this Plot, I am as clear of it as the Child un- 
born. 

Pray Name your Witneſſes and Time, when ond where, to prove that ever I Bow- 
ed to any thing iet ,up at the Eait end of the Church; but your Pamphler having 
no Bodies Naine to it, I cannor teil who to go to but ro you, our Apparition Lectu- 
rer; and if you can't bring Real Corporeal Witneſles, then bring tome Apparition to 
piove it, for | believe thou baſt more Apparitions in thy Budget, 7onathan. 

And now to couclude all this Tragedy, I find at the Rump of this nameleſs Ay- 
thors Pamphier, there comes out a flaſh like the blaze at the tail of a Comet, with 
a thundering Sentence or Bull of Condemnation of the Book called, The Birth and 
burning, &c. Intending, I fuppole to blaſt the Credit thereof, by the {cribble of one 
that dares not put his Name to whar he prints : But People do the rather run on 
and buy that Book the more, ſo that it requires a fecond [mprefſion ; becauſe the 
{ce the Lelurer inclines.to Stifle it, but none to Anſwer it: For inſtead of Anſyer- 
ing any one particular of the Ceremonies charged upon him, ro have never except on 
Communion dayes been performed by him till St. A4:chael was let upon the Commandments; 
this Lecturer does as that Ignorant Author did, who thought the World would be- 
lieve he tad fully Confated the Learned Roman Cardinal, by only ſaying, Bellarmine, 
thou Lyeſt. 

So our fine Nomine Pamphleteer, alias Let urer, or Will in the wiſp,or dark Lanthorn man, 
cr I know not who to call him ( becautie he 1s aſhamed to print his Name) acts much at the 
{ame rate, and fays it was tome bodies Option, that it was a rude, icurrilous, inſolent 
Faper, many fallities thexginz bur is this all the Aniwer you can give ? this is ſtill but Bel- 
larnune thou lyeit : | tell thee Johnarkan, 1t is as true as any thing thou ever faidit or wrote 
in thy Life of thy own making. 

But who is this Reporter, this lilu{trious unkown, upon whoſe veracity all this tory des 
pends ? /n Nomine omnmum ſanttorum, what art thou,that thus Inviſibly and ſine Nomine prints 
Pampblets againſt a late Churcn-warden of Al-ſainrs- Barking ? Sure thou art ſome ubiquitari- 
an,'ome Supernumerary Reformado,or ſome hanger on. 

dir, By your Prieſthood teu me who you are. 

Apparition., Iam a thing they call Lecturer, and have got my {elf in among you, though 
the Law knows me not, and in former time.I have heard the very Name of Lecturer was 
Branded by tome nigh-flying Church men as a tool of Sedition, I mean in 41. Bur I hopeto 
bring the Name and ule of Lecturer into Church again with great Benefit, by my great 
Zeal for Images and Ceremonies, ſhewed in my learned Pamphlets againſt Mr. Sherman, for 


pulling down St. A:c-al, though the times will not yer bare putting my Name to my. 


prints : Pray let me ſtay with this Pariſh till the times may favour Images and Cere- 
monies more, and give me what you pleale Ple be content.

I muſt Conjure down this Spectrum, and though I am not ſo much a Candidate of Cler- 


oyſhip asto be an Exorciſt or Devil driver; yet Ple try what can be done. 


By the vertue of a late upper Church-Warden of Omnium Santtorum, and in the Name of 


Sanfta Clara, Santa Winifred, Sanitus Antonius, Vaniſh ; but more particularly by the all 
powerfull Name of our great Champion ot. Michael, I command you down to your ſhades: 


This ſaid, away the frightful Iſormo flew, 


And Lefturer alone was left in view. 


O! was it you, Mr. Apparition Lecturer, that thus frighted me ? well, dow print no 
more Apparitions, and I will ſerve you 3 do but try me once more, if you can but get me 
to accept of the Office again, then ro pleaſe you, Ile pull that Fa- La- Soll- Clark out of 
the Desk by the ears, thar is ſuch an eye-{ore to thee ; I will make him a Desk juſt before 
you, where he ſhall lay Amen as it were ander your feet, that {o you may Crow over him, 
and fo pull down his Pride as I did St. Afichael ; but you mult not Burn him, leaft you be 
Profecuted for Burning Church Ornaments. For to give the Clark his due, that ſtands at 
your right hand, he is as good an Ornament as the Lecturer or St. Michael, for he keeps 
us all in tune, ( except the Lecturer. ) The man ſings well, and does nick a Pſalm as ſuita- 
bly to the Sermon, as the LeCturer does his Sermon to the occalion : And pray good Mr, Ap- 
parition LeQturer be pacified ; and pray prefent my Service to that Divine that Preacht at 
our Church on Sunday the WM 7», in the Afrernoon, who I won't name, becauſe I pay him 
reſpect : Tell him, I took notice that he made occaſion to inveigh againſt ſuch as Lampoon 
Miniſters and their Ceremonies, &c. And tell him I went home and applyed it to my own 
ſelf as he meant it, and ic might have done {ome good upon me; butlooking into the Cler- 
gy mens three printed multiplying-Glaſſes,particularly that called a fiery Apparition,&c. I ſaw 


there a Clergy-man doing the-lame thing ; Lampooning not only me, bur alfo the very Ex- 


preſſions uled in the Service and Ceremonies of rhe holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, which the 
Church hath fo folemnly injoyn'd ; and with viF'e 1mpudence pur it 1n print, vainly and pro- 
phanely giving the Appellation of God-Father to a wooden Image, and Printing, as {ſpeaking 
of the Image St. Michael, calls it Mr. Shcrmans God-ſon : And remembring your Sulpectedly 
Superſtitious bowing art the other Sacrament allo :. Nay rnen, quoth I to my elf, theſe are but 
vain and fufpectedly tuperſtitious, Ridicaiing, Lampoonins Parſons, and they would have 
4 Bull or Grant to Lampoon and Ridicule others in Print, and inthe Pulpits too; and meer- 
ly upon occaſion of a-rotten Image, bur they would not be Lampoon'd or Ridicul?d them- 
ſelves; which made me early the next Monday morning take my pen in hand, and draw all 
this in as much Ridicule and Lampoon faſhion as the Guts of a Superannuated Church-War- 
den could Invent, and therefore you were as good {pare the Prels, and {pare the Pulpits for 
bexter ules, than to Lampoon or Ridicule the Laity ; eſpecially me, elle Ple Lampoon you 
apain and again : Say you are glad I don't Bamboo you; for truly, truly, if Divines do theſe 
raſcally tricks, we Lay-men cannot ſtand. {till and ler you {pit in our Faces your venomous 


| Malice from the Pulpir, and not wipe it off with a printed Paper, and let the World know 


that whatever you print or Preach againſt me, it is all but only upon occaſion, becauſe 1 
a1d not defend an Image, and {o you do but publiſh your ſelves to the world to be Advo- 
cates for Images. 

Ler me alone, and mind your own buſineſs of teaching Folks the way to Heaven, with- 
out thole ſide-winds of Reflection out of the Pulpit, which makes the people remember to 
repeat nothing of the Sermom to one another but this : I think the Parſon paid off Mr. Sher- 
man to day, for Lampooning of 2dimiſters and their Ceremonies. But truly another replyes 
they give Mr. Sherman jult Caule, and he will certainly do it the more, becauſe Mini rs 
print Apparitions ; and Ple warrant you hel pay them ali oft in print again, for he is taught 
by the Parſon to ſay, I{/bere there is no Law, there is no Tranſgrefſion. © 

Thus you give the people heavenly matter to talk on, Lampooning of Miniſters and 
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their Ceremonies; and fo you vent private Spleen 1n that Holy plice where yuu thould de. 
liver the Oracles of God : Dowt te!! me any more of Ludere cam Santis; tor 1 will aniwer, 


ſuch Preachers, till they leave off their Railing. 

If my Book, called The Birth and Burning, &c. beFalle and Libcilous vn the Patith, as 
you would have the World believe, why doth not fome Body proſecute me fort; as you 
have hinted in your firſt Pamphlet, that ir ſhould nor preclude the Veltry from further pro. 
ceeding againſt me ; and your laſt fayes it ſhould be taken into further conſideration : Throat. 
ned Folks live Jong : I only here add to what I f{aid in my laſt about this Head of 
proſecuting me, IJaugh at all thoſe that calk of proſecuting for a vile abomtnable Image, 
which you call your O72ament to the Ten Commandments : O rare Oraament,a great Carved, 
Gilded Image , deſcribed fully in all its Demenſions by my laſt Book ; afilly Tool of Super- 
ſtitionz it had one end of a Lath tack”r to its Bumfidle,and the other end to the Window, for 
its better preſervation from falling, leaſt the Cats icampering over it in the heat of their 
Woeins, 

Should have made it a Tumble-down-Dick, 
Inſtead of a Gilded and Carved St. Mick : 


O Rara-ſhow, a moſt beautiful Bit for the Parſon to rail in Print and Palpit , againſt him 
that ſaved the Pariſh a Score of Billets, by burning it in Veſtry , inſtead of Billet and Char- 
cole; as to your laſt Aſperſion in your Sham-Indictment, brought4n there as an Advertijemenr, 
Tdo politively deny, that the Printed Book called Birch and Burning of this Image, &c. 
was ever read in Veſtry when was prelent z or that ever there hath been any Veſtry fince 
the Book was Printed and Publiſhed, which was but about the Twenty-ſixth of Jay laſt : ir is 
true, that when my Narrative was in Manuſcript, about Four Weeks before it was printed, it 
was read inVeſtry,and ſome would needs cavil at it,and asked if I would own it ? I told them 
I would, and ſaid it was true, and asKed, What one Material thing was falſe ? I would 
juſtifie it to be true z no Body gave Inſtances of any Particulars that were falſe : pray name 
any Material one, if you can; and will the Pamphlet fay, I collifd make littie or no Reply ? 
Is Truth a little thing ? I do tell thee, Zohnathan, that the ſubſtance of that Book,, Birth and 
Burning, @C.is as true,as any thing thou ever faidſt or wrote of thy own making.There might 
be falſe Spellings, falſe Latin, and fome Words miſplaced in the written Narrative ; But 
what does that concern the World ? The World knows nothing , but whar is publiſhed in 
Print , and the Title is not called A Copy of a Narrative, But the ſubſtance of a Nar- 
rative ,, lately given in to the Veftry, &c. So that all thar the World is to take notice ' 
of, is Firſt, Whether this Book face ic was printed, was read in Veſtry : Second- 
ly, Whether this Book be an{werable to its Title , viz. The ſubſtance of the atorelaid 
Narrative. Thirdly and Laſtly, whether the ſubſtance of thar Book be true or falle.

when they had occaſion to go up unto it; yea,but they never had or did take any occalion to go 
up to read Service on Sundayes, but on Communion-dayes ; and 1ol lay now again in this 
Book allo , that they never did Bow there before St. Zdichael was let there ( but on Com- 
*munion-dayes,) and {o my uſual Charge runs throughout my Book (except on Communion-

I am content you ſhould 
conſulc many more : lay your Heads clote, and lets {ee the product of that Cabal, come 
out in your Name; bravely fixed to it, as you did to your beloved Book, called Fiery Ap- 
parition ; and then if it be good and fully tatisfactory ro the World ; it ſhall fatisfie me, and 
every other part of both my Books, as well as any of theſe Articles which you leave unanſwer- 
ed ought to be underſtood by the W orld, as true, if you do not Anſwer them : For a bare 
ſaying, the Rubrick directs , wowt do, except you name the Act of Uniformity, and ex- 
cept you do name the place therein where it directs it fo; and that it does 3s much direct, in 
Manner, Time, and Place, every part of your practice,as ablolutely and as well in all pa- 
 rochial Churches, as in Cathedrals and Chappels; nor ouly on Communion-dayes , or 
Holy-dayes , but every Sunday, though there be no Communion ; and this you are to An- 
ſwer under my firſt Quzre, which you will find tender'd to you by and by. 

If you do not Antwer particularly to each Head, whether thoſe {eventeen particulars be 
true, every ones Tongue will be calling on you, and I crave the World to credit me till you 
Anſwer fairly and fully with your own oo. If thele ſeventeen Heads be falte, then m

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35 the Eight Th ouſand muſt all go up to the Altar,and there tay the proper Prayer; Ie have 
all erred and ſtrayed from thy wayes like loſt Sheep ; and then it they be Civil, they mult all tur 
about to you,and lay, Weare all taught of thee, Our moſt cringingly devout, and unſeriouſuy 
Ceremonious, Brother Johnathan : which 1 dare lay , thou won thve to lee all E-glazd learn the 
outh : 

a NY Corettontom practices be not all ablolutely lo enjoind , why doeſt thou defend 
them, and daily fnarl at them that won'r take thy Word for 1t, rather than an Act of 
Parliament? Tell me not of Canons, except ſuch as are allowed by Acts of Parliament ; for 
I know no Cannons but the great Guns on Tower-hill ; (and they are almolt alt worne off or 
gone £90) except they have paſſed the Tripple Scrutiny of England,and lo become Laws. 

For my part I am clearly of and for the Religion of the Church of England, as it 1s now 
eſtabliſhed by Law 3 ( and O , would to God we could all be of that one uniform Opinion 
and Practice that 1s thereby eſtabliſht.) The Cerrificates which I annually make upoa Re- 
cord / of my taking the Sacrament ) on account of the Oltice I hold in this Honourable City, 
may fatisfie the Inquiſitors in that point 3 but I further tay, our Religion as now eſtabliſhr, 
is the beſt in the World ; I write not only my Judgment, but my own Experience of the 
Lutheran,and Calvin, as well as of the Papiſts Religion;the Practice and Doctrine of ail which 
L have Pertonally {een, known , and underitood, im Denmark,, S wedeland, Sprutia, Germany, 
Polonia and Flanders, and other parts: I value my Experiences in Religion more than my 
Readings ; and on that Atfurance and Satisfaction , I aeclare our eſtabliſht Religion of the 
Church of Enoland, to be the beſt of the World. 

But as there is dan oer 011 one Hand, from thoſe that fall ſhort of the Church of Enzland, 
that it may tend to Confuſion, lo there 1s danger alio on the other Hand from thole that $0 bez 
yond ; for ſuch Winged S-raphim-tons of the Church as tly higher in their Ceremonies than 
his Majeſties Act of Uniformiry directs, when thole Soarers are once upon the Wing of dif- 
ouile or deſign of preferment,and have got beyond or above the Kings Law, they may fly as 
high as the Church of %o-2c, nay, to Kome it lelf, and there Rant, and Roar, and Sing, and 
Curie and Damn, and Drink, and Drink, and Drink on, ill they {pew and reel, and 
thruſt their Thumb under their Girdle, and Ioll their Head to the Larboard , and ſtrut and 
ſtare, and ſtagger and twagger , and fo vent, and gulp up their words futteringly and ftam- 
meringly, calling all Phazar:cks ( perhaps Hereticks too ) that dow ( becaule they ought 
not ) or perhaps cannotfly as high as ſuch lofry Sons of the Church do, until at laſt near 
Eight Thouſand honelt ſober Clergy-men, right bred-Sous of the Church, more Pi- 
oully exemplary, and Zealous and Serious, and more regularly devout, {hall be all ſpewed up- 
on by fuch Aſount 4 SCLONLOTA'S : from home, Libera nos Domine. | | 

Now lecing it is certainly true that there are about Eight Thouſand parochial Churches in 
Fnland , where the Miniſters don't fay fecond Service at Communion-Table , nor don't fay 
any part of the Communion Service at Communton-Table, at any time but only on Commu- 
nion-dayes, or {ome perhaps upon High Holy-dayes, nor thoſe Eight Thouſand dow: quit 
their Pulpits without Prayer or Bleiling, to perform their after Sermon-Prayer and Bene- 
diction ar the Altar ; ought we not therefore to be {o charicable as to believe that che Eipht 
Thoufand underſtand their Dury and Conlcience, and that they. practile az much as they be- 
lieve to be their Duty ? And now that I may apply my An{wer to your laſt Sham Pamphlet 
fully and home to you, 1 will invert your laft Paragraph therein, and {ſend it packing again 
home toyou,to be imbraced in your own boſom;and fo 1 lay in your own words or ſence,viz. 
] leave it to all Impartial Men to determin whether the practice of above Eight Thouſand 
{ober and pious Clergy-men, all of «zbroken,yea and Vadrunken Reputation too, are to be 
believed and imitated, or the Afertion and Practice of one ſingle Mr. Saunders. 

Now Mr. Fohnathan Confute and Convert theſe 8000. Et eris mihi Magnus Appollo ; or 
elſe hang your Harp upon the Willows ; for there are Eight Thouſand ſober Men, won't 
Nance after your Pipe ; don't obſtinately run Counter to Eight Thouſand of your own Fra- 
ternity ; but either leave off your fooliſh conceited ſingularity 3; orelle write Learnedly, fo as 
may confute them all by proofs, which you muſt quote out of the Act of Conformity ; but I 
will vouch there is not one word therein, nor in the Old or New Teſtament, that directs the 
laying Service at Barking Church differing from Eight Thouſand other Pariſhes: in the 
lame Land. | Sr 

Lay you muſt do it by Proofs, for elic of all men no body will betieve you, when you 
only fay iz verbo Sacerdotis ( without better proof) for you are in print for Printing an un- 
truth againſt a Record it lelf. Therefore pray quore all the places that you have for yous 
Proofs in Vindication of your Ceremonies which you ule :; If you haye Authority, ſhew it, 
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what place or page it is in, and 11 what Book ; that {o you may Receive Anlwer from ſome 
Learned hand, when the Quondam Church-\Varden can aniwer you no further. Bur lecing 
you have firſt brought me upon the Stage, and firſt began with me by two Pamphlets, 
Challenging and charging me for not defending a vile Image no better 5 and upon thoſe 
two Challenges when my Vindication came forth 11 a Book called 3:rth and Burning, &C. 
then by a late Libel entituled The Sham-Tndiftment Quaſht ; you feem to challenge me again, 

andl b eins once more met by you upon the Stage in print, now I do here challenge and 
charge you, that you have been the Beginner of lyuch Ceremonies as have been the occaſion 
of all this pother and noile about this Image ; you {melt ir would come home to your door at 
laſt,and therefore you firſt sKreamed out ; But what is the matter now ? have you catcht a 7ar- 
tar? O! Now I have got you here, I will keep you on the Stage untill you Anlwer me, and 

ive an account of your Faith in thoie Ceremonies, that have made this embroyl; and I 

challenge and require you to an{wer me in Print with your own hand ; not with a Namelets 
print, or fome Sham or feigned Apparitions any more; for | will not lay down the Cudgells, 
but Bang you on the Stage in print ll you have Anfwer'd a Quondam Charch-Warden in 
Matters of your own Element : let the World lee how you can defend your ſelf at your own 
Weapon by fair play ( not by Railing, for all Clergy-men will yield the buckles to thee, that 
thou art better at that than any of them all ; ) come fairly, confets or deny Article by Article 
for all your railing will but make the World lay, O! this is becauſe Mr. Sherman pulled 
down an Image that Mr.Saunders thus vents his Sham Pampileted Spleen one after the other. 

I am not inquiring what are the Ceremonies that are to be uſed in performance of Divine 
Service at Cathedrals and Chappels, but what ought to be the ule in Parochial Churches, where 
are eight thouſand Clergy. Men(a rank higher than Lecturers) and yet we find a LeCturcr as it 
were, ſaying, 1 am more holy than all you eight thouſand are : For in his Pamphler titled, 
Fiery Apparition ſcen on ſeveral days abour Tower-hill, &&c. pas. 3. he vauntingly boaſteth in 
theſe very words; Every ſober man will allow the Liberty of ſay:ag this, when be may kaow that 
there i5not 4 more ſerious and reoularly devout Pariſh in the City of London, than this of Al- 
hallowes Barking zs. 

It is a pretty kind of a ſide-wind Reflection upon all the other Pariſhes in London z and may 
you not receive a Reply thus : That all tober men will allow the Liberty of taying this, that 
there is not a more Ceremontous and unlerious Lecturer in all Londox, than this Mr. Saun- 
ders, that Ridicules the Name of Godfather, and Prints ſo many Pamphlets in defence of a 
vile Image ſet upon the Commandments of God. 

Will you be lo fawcy as to ute Cathedral Service inthe Pariſhes of Za; king and Sandon, 
which are pittiful iucking Parithes in compariſon of Mother Cathedrals. If you have a mind 
to be a Cathedral fellow, muſt you make every poor man of Sando a Cathedral fellow 
too: Nay then Cathedrals and Parochial Churches ſhall be hail fellow well mer, and 
Biſhops, Deans, Prebends, Doctors, Parſons and Lecturers too : No, keep your diſtance, 
you are a great way oft from Lawn Sleeves; for though we can all Huzza together, both Par- 
lon, Leturer and Pariſhioners, yer you Mr. Lecturer muſt not climb up to the top of a Ca- 
thedral preſently. 

2. My ſecond Quzre demands Anfwer for your own fuſpitiouſly Superſtitious Bowing at 
the Altar , when there 1s no Communion, no Bread and Wine there; who you then bow 
unto? becauſe it is by ſome ſuſpected a Superſtitious bowing to that Image; upon this Ground, 
becauſe you never went up to bow at the Altar, or ſay ſecond Service, &c. before St. Mi- 
chael was ſet there ( except on Sacrament-dayes : ) you muſt tell the World Learnedly who 
you bow unto, when there 1s no Communion, and a Reaſon why our preſent Vicar never 
Bows. at all; ſure you won't alledge Doctor Lafield's bowins ( before St. Michael was ſet 
there ) though only at Sacrament Dayes, as a ſufficient Argument for your doing ir, be- 
cauſe an Old Man did fo, whoſe Reaſons for bowing are dead with him; and leeing our 
living Vicar dowt bow ; it hath given the Prints occaſion to ſay, that Men of leaſt Learnips 
are for moſt Ceremontes. It you can't, or don't tell the World in Print why you bow , and 
who you bow unto, then inſtead of ſaying ( as you ought ) We know what we Worſhip, the 
words of our Bleſſed Saviour, will be turd upon you ; Ye Worſhip ye know not what, Joh. 4.22. 

O give no occaſion for People to fay to the LeCturer of Barkins, as St. Paul did to the 
Men of Athens, I perceive that in all things you are too Superſtitions ;, and leaft by your bow- 
ing in an ignorant and unknown Devotion to the Altar at Barking, men be rempred to 
think that you ignorantly worſhip an Altar, like that at Arhens, which had an Inſcription , 
"To the unknown God, Acts 17. 22, 23. | 
3. My third Quere demands Anſwer for your Bowing even on Communion-dayes ; what 
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can you ſay in defence of your bowing ar the Altar, on Sacrament eae; 200 cg 
this third Quere, I ſhall not uie the prelent Vicar Doctor Hicks, bis nor owing for an bo 
gument againft you ; | hope you will not pretend the fame Reaion that Papiſts give tor 
their bowing ; there is no Corporal Pretence ( as they falſly  ) to pay our Adoration 
unto, but only the Altar, the Elements, Bread and Wane 3 which being bowed unto, 1s a 
more ridiculous Foppery, than at molt the very Papiſt's themſelves are guilty of. 

. My fourth Quare demands that in further Antwer to my firſt Quezre, you ſhould {ubjoyn 
this, and ſay wherher the Act of Uuniformity does allo potitively command , direct or en- 
join the Miniſters quitting the Pulpit without Prayer or Bleſſing, and lo ſtop that part of the 
Service of God ; and diverting the People with a Tune of the Organ, tiil you can go into 
Veſtry, and Accouter your elf, to tay atter Sermon, Service or Prayers and Benedictions 
at the Altar, whereby many looſe the benefir of the Benediction ; becaule when che Mini- 
ſter comes out of the Pulpir, they go our of the Churcn, believing all is done, not being ac- 
cuſtomed to it elſewhere : For thole that do talk of reading Communton Service at the Altar 
after Sermon , underſtand it only on Communion dayes , and to Communicants only - 
whereas your practice 15 direct contrary ; for you go every Sunday ( except Communion- 
dayes) out of the Pulpit to read part of the Commmunion Service to all the Congregation 
that remain, though there is no Communion at all : Nay, when 1t 15 Communion day, then 
you do diſmils the Congregation with Prayer and Ble ing in the Pulpit ;. and afterwards read 
Communion Service at ihe Altar to the Communicants only ; there are ſome hold the{e after 
Sermon Services ſhould be jaid in the Desk ; if you fall out among your lelves, don't blame 
Diſſenters till you can all agree. 

[ do grant, that when Two Miniſters are at Church, then as ſoon as one hath done Sermon, 
the other goes to the Altar, to lay Prayers and Benedictions, which allo 1s ſuch a kind of 
changing of hands, and of {aying our Services, as We Were never nied to anti] the damnable 
Helliſh Pop:ſÞ Plot was breaking our : And thus the Time, the Time,the nicking and timing of 
it ſo luckily, does make ſome 1uſpition ſtick. 

I did not think of thele things ſo Much before, asnow I do, when I ſee you bawling at me 
thus in print for Burning one filchy Image 3 and to hnd you sKulk under ditguiſed Titles of 
Apparitions and Shams,as one that would fain keep Images 3 bur Times,thanks be to God,are 
not fo far gone towards Popery,as to give you confidence enough to putyour Name to all your 
Prints z though you did begin with your own Name in The Frery Apparition, which I lay up 
in pia 2-moria, for my Quondan Friend Fohauthan; and write upon it, This is the Champt- 
on forImages,with all your Books and Texts Repeated in this Book,lo laudably iuicable to the 
occaſion; O why have you made this pother and noiſe ? are you not aſhamed to call it a 
poor innocent Figure ; and in another place St. chad; and in Thomſon, to call it a Sim- 
bole ? And thus this Tool, — ls Chriſt ned by every Fool. O ye ſounding Braſs and tinckliag Cims 
bals, 1 Cor. 13. & v. 1. 

Does not your many Pamphlets make you like him in 7u4ges 18. & 24. who bellowing 
for his Idols, being askt what ailed him,cryed out; You have raken away my gods; and do you 
ask , what ails me ; don't imirate this Mans foolilth Idolatrous zeal any longer, but rather 90 
cool your {elf ar $440; and then come calmly as a Miniſter ſhould do, and admonith me in 
private, for not defending your Images no better. 

Fohaathan, I] can't leave Retorting not only your own Texts, but a Sentence of your own 
npon you, taken out of your own dear Book Tituled, A New Narrative of a F ery Appariti- 
tron, ſeen on ſeveral Dayes about Tower-hill, cc. Your words are thele :

But becauſe you confeſs it unhandſom, I ſhawt chide you {o much as I would, having whipt 
you to much already for the fault, that I am afraid you will cry, 0 Sir, I will zever diſturb Men 
of buſineſs more : beſure you dot then, no'otherwite than barely Anſwer all my ſeventeen 
Heads,and other four Queries ; and ply that work, and do it quickly, and put your Name to 
It; and then Ple fay,thon art my Good Son of the Church: have a care,and do your work well, 
for I have the better fide ; You are to maintain the Doctrine of Images well, which thePapiſts 
hold; elle you'l lole as much ground on their ſide, as you have done in {ome ſober Mens 
Judgment on the Church of Enzland's fide. 

Men won't like Images, becanſe thoſe Dark innocent Creatures will put us to the charge 
of Candles firſt ; and when the Candles have ſtood lo long unlighted, as St. Archael did on 
the Altar, we ſhall have ſome Body Preach on this Text, ſhe Blnd lead the Blind, &c. and to 
tell us from thence, "tis time to lighc our Candles at the Altar, that the Eyes of our Images 


being 
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being fo enlightned, by ſuch blinking Candle-light pretended zeal , may ſee to do good to 
the blind Folks that tet one ap on the Steeple; and that removed 1t #p to the Altar, and thar 
Print it zp in lome Pamphlets that they are aſhamed to own; and that Preach it yp in Pulpits 
by a New LeCtorian way of reflecting upon a Church- Warden that pulled it down; rendring 
itto Vulgar underſtandings Sacriledge. 

After we have once got Images and Candles, we may then bz perſwaded by ſome un- 
ferious Lecturer to begin a {ulpected Superfticious Adoration, upon a pretence that the Image 
hath wrought a Miracle in making him Con!cientious of his duty ; aud in opeuing the eyes of 
his underſtanding, enabling him to know the Rubrick, and execute the Act of Conformity 
better than he had done for many Years ſince his Majeſties happy Reſtauration, whom God 
long preſerve ; which this Lecturer never could to underſtand to be his Duty, as to practife 
it, before the Altar was Adorned with this Image, and the glorious Carpet of Mr. Ihitc- 
bread,nor ever could bring his lofry Heart to Bow there, before this grear Carved, Guilded 
Image of the all powerful and victorionfly Thiumphant St. AZicnael was let there ( except on 
Sacrament dayes when Bread and Wine was there.) 

If you will conſult Holy Writ,you ſhall find who they were that were {ome of the firſt that 
thought Images fit companions for the Ark or Church of God ; why, it was a parcel of lewd 
Philiſtian Prieſts and Diviners and Conjurers, as you may read the Story at large in the fir{t 
Book of Sa. c. 6.v. 2. And the Philiftians called for the Prieſts and the Diviners, ſaying, 
IV hat ſhall we do to the Ark of the Lord, &c. And v.3. They ſaid, &c. Scnd it not empty, &c. 
And v. 5. Te ſhall make Images of your Emrods , and Images of your ice, &c. And v. 11. 
Theſe were laid in the Cart with the Ark, 

Thele were Philiſt:an Prieſts and Diviners, that hegun but with tmall Mice, but now we 
are called Prieſts and Divines, we muſt have them a Size bigger, a luſty Fellow as big as 
our St. Michael; yea, and he muſt ſtand fifteen or ſfixten Years fealoning on the Steeple, 
for fear he ſhould ſtink, before he be thought {weer euough to ſtand on our Altar; perhaps you 
may tay, though the Phil:ſtins rhought to ſtop the God of 1ſracls Mouth in thole dayes with 
an Image as big as a Moule, yet the lame God now mult have one as big as a Man. I further 
oblerve, that theſe Images being lent away with the Ark 1 a Cart, drawn by Two Milch- 
kine that were tied to the Cart, yet theſe fenſſets Beaſts did not prize ( becaute they knew 
not ) the worth of what they had in Poſſeſſion (vz..the Ark of God )) but went on lowing 
as they went, Yerſ. 12. meerly for the want of their Calves, which were fhut up at home, 
Ver. 10. 

oy what if theſe Two Philiſtin Cowes did fo,mult we have two Milch-kine at Barkins 
do lo too ? though they have theArk of God (the Church) in their poileton; nay,though they 
are tied to it as it were with a Girdle , by their Order of Prieſthood ; yea, though the Ark; of 
God (the Church of England) be (thanks be to God)tied to them allo by an eſtabliſhed Law 
of the Land ; yet O Heavens blels us, what ail ye, that lome Body lately went on lowing 
as they went in their Preaching ( if reading can be 1o called ) for the lols of one filly Bulkin; 
as if the Ark of God were taken from you ! who is about ro doir? | know no dainger the 
Church of Ergland 1s in ( nor the Government thereof, as it is now eſtabliſhr by Law ) by 
burning a great Carved, Guilded Image. 

You havethe Ark ſtill, or rather the Ark has you; for you are much about the middle of 
it ( asnear asthe Pulpit can ſtand ) when you are going on lowing thus for the loſs of a Calf: 
What meaneth the bleating of theſe Cattel; O ye toolith and unwile,to go on lowing at tucit 
a filly rate, murmurring in obſcure Expreſſions at him that ſhut up your Calf at home, and 
wrapt it up ſo warminthe Veſtry Chimny : pray mind your buſinels, take care of the Ark , 
the Church of God, that you are tied to ; carry that to its place; For our Church as now 
eſtabliſht by Law, needs no [mages for her Companions, whatever Papij/# Prieſts, and 
Philiſtin Diviners may think. | 

Men will but make {port, and fit and laugh at you, as [do; if you go on lowing at ſuch a 
rate, andcry, Hark, Hark, How one of theſe Milch-kine go on lowing for a Calt ; thanks 
be to God, thele curſt Cowes or Bulls, have ſhort Horns, elle I ſhould be in great pain and 
peril of Bull-goring ; as for ſuch Men as talk in the Pulpit of a Woe to them by whom of- | 
fences come, and Sacrelidge, &c. who do they apply it to, in this cale?
